Henunth we visited the splendid or-
chards of Mr. Jesse Carter, at West-
minster, Here he had 200 ncres of
peaches, and this year he hit it just
right. He is marketing  his own
peaches and is making a great success
of it. But he is a storekceper and
a splendid business man. Every farm-
or cannot give the same thained en-
ergy to it that Mr. Curler has ﬂanu.

We believe that the cheapest thing
thit could he done for Anderson coun-
ty would be to irsue bonds for half a
mittion dollurs and work all the roads
in the county. ['ut all the roads in
first class condition and then require
abutting property owners to assist in
the malntenance.  For instance, what
this county necds is nothing but the
sand clay rowds. Each farmer could
keep such o road in elegant condit-
ion by merely dragging it occasionally
alter 2 shower amnd keeplng out the
ruts and preserving the crown ot the
road.

The King split log drag, as il is
“mown, I8 one of the grealest contri-
vances in the world, and one can be
maie for about three dollars. A num-
ber of such are now In use in this
county. And, as o matter of fact, the
split log drag Is an iavention of an
Andereon eounty man and was used
in this county for many years before
G. Ward King began to use it and to
proclaim it to the world. Col. J. C.
Stribling of Pendleton used a drag of
this kind 20 years ago on a brick yard
on his place. He found it so effective
that he began to use it on the roads
around his place, and today has the
origlnr:, which has been iron shod
two or three times since it was first
macle.

To lssue hallf a million dollars in
bonds sounds blg, but as a matter of
fact, many of the counties in' the
south have done thils iu late years.
The pittance we now get for working
the roads does nothing but ‘patelr
work. Tie Interest on the bond is-
sue would be little more, and probab-
ly not us much as the amount now
spent in an effort te build roads. And
as_we sald In the outset, the use of
the split log drag would make mainten-
ance so cheap, that the annual ap-
proprintion now being made for roads
could go to retiring the bond issue.
It would cost the county very 1it-
tle more per annum to get a fine sys-
tem of roads, the bost in the south,
and we are in favor of making them
good and keeping them that way. The
ease with which the farmer could
of his farm
would prove the worth of the bond is-

snaland the economy of doing some-

thing in a permanent way.

There i8 nothing but the clay-sand
road for thia_ country, and such a road
treated frequently and properly with
the drag would get better and better
as the years go by. The road should
have a suffiziently convexed surface
to turn water and the drag will keep
out the ruts which collect wate  id
cause the mud-holes to appear.
